£3,000 FOR CHRISTMAS 
RELIEF WORK.

The County Dublin County Council at its 
meeting last night decided to carry out work 
for the unemployed in the county for two 
weeks during the Christmas to the extent of 
£3,000. Mr. J. J. Shield presided, 

Mr. Belton suggested that a sum of £5,000 
should be raised. 

The Chairman said that this would add 
a levy of 34d. in the pound on the rates. It 
was hindiy their duty, but they only did 


to help the unemployed 

Mr. Belton said that this auestion of un- 
employement ‘was a national problem, and 
should be tackled by the National authority 
having control of the National resources. 

The Chairman said that he was sure that, 
if the Council put before the Government 
that they were prepared to put up £1,000 
if the / Biases Ba gave £2,000, it would 
tlú within the terms oí this £200.000 relief 
und. 

Mr. P. Curran moved that the County 
Council raise the sum of £3,000 to provide 
work for two weeks for 750 of the unemployed 
in the county, at a wage of £2 a week. 

Mr. Fogarty seconded. 

Mr. Belton said that the maiority of the 
unemployed were agricultural labourers, and 
there had been no agricultural labourer get- 
ting 30s., not to mention 40s.. a week for 
years. For some vears the average wage 
was 25s. a week, though he himself was pay- 
ing. 39s. 

He moved as an amendment, that the 
surveyor be instructed to employ extra men 
at 52s. a week, in two batches, for two 
weeks each, up to the expenditure of £3,000, 
subject to the sanction of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

Mr, Ennis seconded. 

The amendment was carried on a division 
by 10 votes to 7 against, and then carried 
as a substantive motion.

INTERPRETATION OF RULES. . 

Mr. Lavery referred to Rule 54 of the new 
rules of the Association, which, he said, stipu- 
lated that suspensions were to date from the 
time when they were imposed. That should 
be read, however, with Rule 14, which dealt 
with Standing Committees, for it was 
under that rule. that they came into 
existence, The power with which they 
were delegated was to deal with matters of 
at emergency nature or matters ef urgercy 
for whieh there was not time to summon a 
meeting of the Council. 

The. proceedings of that. body should be 
reported to the Council at its next meeting. 
The secretary was empowered to summon the 
Council for that purpose, and, according to 
the affidavit of Mr. Ryder, there was 
sufficient’ time for a meeting of the Council 
on November 14th. The resolution of which 
his clients complained was dated November 
18th,.four days later than that upon which 
the Council could be summoned.

RESIGNED AS A PROTEST. 

Mr. Lavery then referred to the affidavit of

SELECTION OF PLAYERS. 

Mr. Greene stated in his affidavit that 
he had been a member of the Bohemian Club 
for the past twenty-five years, and was still 
a member. He had from time to time served 
on the Maragément Committee, and was 
elected President for the season 1930-31. He 
acted in that capacity until November 10th 
Jast. He was also a guarantor on 
behalf of the club to their bankers 
In respect of moneys advanced to the 
club for certain improvements to the ground. 

On Saturday, November Ist, the Bohemian 
Club were engaged in a match in the Leinster 
Cup ccmpetition at Dalymount Park. He 
was in the pavilion when Mr. Beckett, the 
hon. treasurer of, the club, introduced him 
and other committee members to. Mr, Gibson: 
who, it was stated, was .a member of the 
Selection Committee of the LF.A., Ltd. It 
was also stated that the object of Mr. 
Gibson's visit to. the Bohemian Club was 
to see if any of.the players of the Bohemian 
team playing that day would be up to a 
standard for selection on the team to repre- 
sent Ireland in an Amateur. International 
match against England. 

During the match certain players were 
pointed out to Mr. Gibson as being fit for 
international honours, and four of those 
players were subsequently selected by the 


Later the Hon. Secretary of the Club 
expressed the hope that a number of the 
rlayers would be selected to represent Ireland 
in the international. Mr. Gibson got an 
assurance that the club would be prepared to 
release any of the players in the event of 
their selection. Eventually, in reply to a 
letter from the I.F.A. to the Hon. Secretary 
of the Bohemian Football Club, a telegram 
was sent to the I.F.A, agreeing to release 
any players that would be selected. The 
telegram was sent by Mr. Wickham, the hon. 
secretary. 

At a meéting of the Management Com- 
mittee of Bohemian Club, held under his (Mr. 
Greene's) chairmanship on November 10th, 
the receipt of the letter from the I.F.A. re- 
ferred to and the telegram sent in reply were 
duly neted on the minutes. There were eight 
other members ut the Committee present. 

The Hon, Secretary informed the meeting 
that Timothy Murray, one of the defendants. 
had told him that he would call a meetiny 
of the. Emergency Committee. and that the 
players who had been selected would not™be 
allowed to play. The Hon. Secretary stated 
further that he had been informed that the 
Emergency Committve of tha defendants’ 
Association -had been summoned for that 
night. 

A discussion took #place on the secretarv’s 
report, and after Rule 24 and the club rules 
had been examined, it was finally decided 
that, no matter what action the Association 
took, the club were. determined . to. release 
their plavers and to allow them to take part 
in the game. At the same meeting a resolu- 
tion. .was passed . congratulating the four 
plavers of the Boliemian F.C. (which  in- 
cluded ‘the three plaintiffs) on their selection 
to represent their’ ‘native land in the inter- 
national match against England, and a 
further resolution was passed that the club 
president and the honorary officers should

NEW HOUSES ON A 
FAIR GREEN. 


MULLINGAR’S REPLY TO 
CRITICS.

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

On that part of the Mullingar Fair Green 
leading to the unoccupied military barracks 
the Mullingar Town Commissioners have 
started to build twelve dwelling-houses. The 
contract.was given to a local firm, who began 
work yesterday. i 

In view of the demand for fair greens in 
other parts of the country, this proceduré was 
regarded with surprise by visitors to the 
Mullingar fat stock show and sale yesterday. 
Several of the largest cattle traders in Ireland 
expressed themselves strongly on the matter, 
and remarked that ample housing accom- 
modation could be obtained if the vacant 
military barracks were reconstructed. Already 
the married quarters have been taken over as 
dwelling-houses, but the main barrack build- 
ing could, of course, only be converted into 
flats. 


THE TOWN COUNCIL’S REPLY. 

On inquiry at the Town Commissioners’ 
offices. I was informed that the taking over 
of a portion of the fair green for building 
purposes will involve no hardship on stock- 


owners. On account of the dwindling revenué 


received from fair green tolls, Lord Greville 
handed over all his rights in the fair green to 
the Mullingar Town Commissioners. a couple 
of years ago for the nominal sum of 10s. The 
Town Commissioners then relinquished the 
right to collect: tolls here, on condition that 
the County Council undertook to repair the 
street and the triangle known as the “‘ Cattle 
Market,” where a considerable number of 
cattle are sold every Thursday. . The usual 
fair is held monthly, and the number of cattle 
offered is, I am told, seldom. over-400; so that 
the exténsive fair green which will remain 
after the houses have been built will: be 
adequate for the demands of farmers , and 
traders. ' 

SUGGESTED SITE FOR A FACTORY. 

With regard to the. vacant military 
barrack, which is in fairly good condition. 
understand that the Mullingar Chamber of 
Commerce have asked the Minister. for 
Industry and Commerce if they could offer it 
to anyone requiring a site for a factory. The 
Minister has stated, in reply, that he,can give 
no assurance on the suggestion, but will take 
the matter up with the Public Works Office, 
which is responsible for public buildings. He 
has ‘promised to let them know the-result.

THE UNSUITABLE PROTESTANT. 
LETTER FROM CANON CHAMBERLAIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—In the report of the proceedings oi 
the Mayo Library Committee, appearing 1) 
your issue of to-day, we have a signal vindi- 
cation of that teeing. of nervous appre- 
hension. on the part of Protestants that in 
the Free State they may be penalised because 
of thei” religion. When our archbishops 
recently made a public appeal that the sate- 
guards deliberateiy accepted in the Treaty 
by the representatives cf this nation be 
preserved and honoured, we were told that 
such fears were groundless and that we 
might safely trust the chivalrous good-will 
of our fellow-citizens. of the majority. This 
is what alloof ws would “wish tao; but, sir, 
in the full face of the speeches made and 
the action takin by the members of the 
Mayo Library Committee, how can any 
reasonable person regard our position with 
equanimity ’ The two speeches delivered by 
leading Roman Catholic clergymen in the 
presence of their bishop declared explicity 
that they opposed Miss Dunbar’s election 
because she is a Protestant. No attempt 
was made to camouflage the issue. Here is 
a direct challenge to the Government, 
publicly made by a responsible authority on 
the ground of religion. There can be no 
evasion of the plain issue, The speakers 
have at least done us this service. If the 
Government vield, we shall know the nature 
of the pressure to which they are amenable, 
and our worst fears will be realised. 

Ther is one passage in the speech of the 
Reverend Chancellor Hegarty to which I 
should like to be permitted to draw atten- 
tion. He is reported to have said: ‘‘ The 
bishops of her Church recently had a con- 
ference at Lambeth and gave an episcopal 
blessing to birth control, one prominent 
clergyman approving of trial marriages. Miss 
Dunbar, they should assume, accepted the 
views of her Church. Then she was un- 
suitable.’’ The resolution of the Lambeth 
Conference on the matter of birth control is 
pubiished in its report, which is open for 
everyone to read, and has aresictndle been 
studied by the speaker. Its concluding 
words are—‘‘ The Cenference records its 
strong condemnation of the use of any 
methods of conception-control from motives 
of selfishness, luxury, or mere convenience.”’ 
By no process of verbal alchemy can this 
be transmuted into an ‘‘ episcopal blessing ; 
but, in actual experience, there arise from 
time to time certain ‘‘ hard cases, ” in which, 
as every wise spiritual director, be he 
Roman Cathohc or Protestant, knows ecnly 
too well, it is difficult to apply general 
principles in their full rigidity, Casuistry 
ig not unknown in the Roman Catholic 
Church. How the bishops deal with such 
cases may be read on page 435 of the Lam- 
beth Report. If it be argued that hard cases 
make bad laws, it may also be argued that 
a law is bad which makes too many hard 
cases. 

I conclude that the ““ prominent clergy- 
man ” who is alleged to approve of trial 
marriages is Dr. Inge, the Dean of St, 
Paul’s, who, by the way, not being a bishop, 
was not a member of the Lambeth Con- 
ference, as the speaker implied. The 
reference is evidently to a passage in his 
latest book, ‘“‘ Christian Ethics and Modern 
Problems ” (p. 368). I can hardly think 
that Chancellor Hegarty can have studied 
with any care what the Dean wrote. He is 
there dealing with the purely hypothetical 
attitude of a State towards non-Christian 
citizens who refuse to recognise an obliga- 
tion to take life-long vows. How anyone 
reading the passage could conclude that the 
Dean ‘‘ approves of trial marriages ” passes 
normal apprehension, and to. use such a 
statement as. a serious argument why Miss 
Dunbar should not he appointed as a 
librarian by the Mayo Library Committee is 
pathetically grotesque.—Yours; etc.,

OUT-WORN HORSES.

At present, however. the regula- 
tions in that country aye stricter than thev 
are here, inasmuch as in England a horge 
before being shipped, must be passed fit for 
work by a qualified veterinary surgeon. Here 
an animal need only be passed fit to travel,

MCany Wivings. 


The pride with which Norman Flood, of 
Oaklands, California, on being charged 
with bigamy, boasted that he had married 
twenty-nine wives and wooed at least four 
hundred sweethearts in the course of 
twenty-three years, is reminiscent of the 
attitude of Jacques Notier, a soldier of 
Napoleon, who, at the age of twenty-five, 
acknowledged belore a Paris tribunal that 
he had always married at least one new 
wife in every town where he was stationed, 
and that, to the best of his recollection, 
they included fourteen Frenchwomen and 
an equal number of Swiss, Dutch, Italians 
and Germans. As he believed himself to be 
the father of at least one child by every 
one of these ‘‘ wives,’’ he boldly claimed 
that, by furnishing the Republic with so 
many potential warriors, he had earned 
gratitude rather than censure. His plea 
so far impressed the tribunal that he was 
let off with only two weeks’ imprisonment. 
When ordered to regard the first recorded 
marriage as the only true and binding 
one, he intimated an intention to petition 
the First Consul for leave to make his own 
choice from among his varied collection of 
wives, 


ACusk. 


The mystery of the vanished scent of the 
musk has puzzled botanists for many 
years. In my childhood the plant was 
grown in every cottage garden and sup- 
plied a delightful fragrance. Yet a few 
years before the outbreak of the Great 
War the musk suddenly lost its scent, not 
only in these islands, but all over the 
world, and all the efforts of the scientists 
have been unable to produce the old-time 
perfume, or even to offer an explanation 
of the mystery. 

Now a report comes that a Bentley 
woman, who bought a twopenny packet of 
musk seed, has found that one of the plants 
from this packet has a strong scent of 
musk, and the plant-breeders are to culti- 
vate seedlings from it in the hope of re- 
gaining its old-time charm. 


Che Abbey Cheatre. 


In October, 1931, the Abbey Theatre 
Company will undertake a prolonged tour 
of the principal cities of the United 
States. Arrangements have just been con- 
cluded for a tour lasting about seven 
months, beginning in New York, and, 
probably including a visit to California, 
with Hollywood in the background. Four 
weeks will be spent in New York, and 
probably a like stay in both Boston and 
Chicago, but as many of the leading 
cities as possible will be visited.

A Storm in a Tea-Cup.

One celebrated prima donna of the 
mid-Victorian period, who is almost for- 
gotten, Antoinette Sterling, was at one 
time responsible for a good deal of has 
turbation in English Court circles. his 
lady was an American, of Quaker origin, 
who had become so imbued with Anglo- 
phobia in her youth, that she forswore tea 
for ever on account of the story of Boston 
Harbour. When she appeared in Eng- 
land Queen Victoria, learning: that her 
Quaker-like aversion to jewellery would 
render the usual Royal gift unsuitable, 
sent her a handsome tea-service. The 
singer was furious, and said she regarded 
it as a deliberate attempt on the part of 
the British Government to undermine her 
republican principles. Considerable diplo- 
macy was required to assuage this storm 
in a tea-cup, and to make amends it was 
arranged that Antoinette should sing at a 
special concert before the Queen. - On the 
eve of the entertainment, at which the 
whole Court was to be present, the singer 
learnt that she was expected to appear 
in evening dress. She absolutely refused 
to do so, and the question had to be 
brought before the Queen, who graciously 
commanded the singer to wear whatever 
dress she pleased. 


Pantomime Gales. 


Now that the season of pantomime Is 
approaching (writes a correspondent), ib 
may not be amiss to spare a thought for 
the author of “Cinderella” and those 
other delightful stories which have 
captured the hearts of children all over 
the world. Charles Perrault was born in 
Paris in 1628, the son of a lawyer. He 
adopted his father’s profession with little 
success, but eventually obtained a post as 
secretary to the Finance Minister, Colbert. 
The publication of his poem, “‘ The Age 
of Louis XIV.,” and Boileau’s angry 
criticisms thereon, involved him in the 
famous dispute as to the relative merits 
of the ancients and moderns, Perrault 
wrote volumes on this subject, and became 
an academician; but in 1697, when he 
was in the middle of the controversy, he 
had the happy inspiration that prompted 
him to publish: his eight immortal prose 
fairy-tales, the ‘‘ Histoires ou Contes du 
Temps Passé.” This book contained the 
original versions of “ Cinderella,” ‘* The 
Sleeping Beauty,” “Little Red Riding 
Hood,” ‘‘ Bluebeard,’’ *‘ Puss in Boots, 
“The Fairy,” “ Riquet of the Tuft,’’ and 
‘Hop o’ My Thumb.”’ The fairy-tales 
were stated to be by ‘‘P. Darmancour,”’ 
Perrault’s ' little boy, to whom the 
“ Privilége du Róy ” for publishing them 
was granted; but it is safe to assume, 
with Andrew Lang, that this group of’ 
masterpieces, in the most difficult of arts, 
could never have been produced by even 
the most precocious of children. Perrault, 
who died in 1703, presents a curious 
parallel to C. L. Dodgson (Lewis Carroll) 
in England. Both men have become 
immortal, not by the serious work of 
their lives, but by what they probably 
regarded merely as a diversion.

“As leng as you have a big political 
party that takes the attitude of talking about 
smashing the Treaty, economic growth is 
going to be difficult and slow; people witi 
that kid of policy have no policy worthy of 
the name,” declared Mr. Blythe, Minister of 
Finance in the Irish Free State, at Bal. 
briggan last night. 

“No group of men who faced realities in 
this eountry,” be said, “ and who have its 
imterests at heart, would ever suggest that 
anything, nationally or economically, was to 
be gained by smashing the Treaty, 
the present arrangements the people of the 
Irish Free State have as much control over 
their own affairs as the people of Holland, 
Denmark, Belgium, or any other such 
country, We have nothing to gain by smash- 
ing the Treaty, It would not only. not end 
partition, but it would make it permanent,”’ 


NO ENTHUSIASM FOR A 
REPUBLIC, 


“‘Tf,”’ he said, “ the Irish Free State could 
be turned into a Republic to-morrow by lift- 
mg a finger, so far as 1 am concerned, 1 
would not lift the finger. We have very 
considerable economic advantages in our 
association with the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. We are protected by that 
membership for any attack or encroachment 
on our tights and liberties; because, if the 
British people were inclined to encroach on 
our rights, they could not do so without 
mourring the hostility of Canada and 
Australia and other such countries.” 

The keynote of the Government, he said, 
had been their sense of responsibility to the 
whole people of the Saorstat im respect of 
beth national and economic matters. ‘The 
Government Party was a party that was in 
faveur of tariffs, but they knew that certain 
tariffs would do them harm, and they knew 
that: the agriculturist could not be helped bv 
tariffs.

MISFORTUNES.| INDiGESTION - 


At the end of the financial vear the Cork 


and altogether unexpected turn, and events 
which have happened within the past couple 
of weeks have gone far to undo some of the 
Board’s good work. 

Some time ago the dredger, The Owena- 
curra, was laid up in dock for repairs, which 
have cost the Board something like £3,000. 
It was in dock for several weeks, during 
which the Board lost the use of its services. 
It was brougth into service last week, and 
after a few days’ work in dredging the 
navigable channel the vessel sank at its 
station alongside the Tivoli Wharf, and lies 
there broadside up. I understand that it 
will cost something like £5,000 to refloat it. 


THE PUMPING STATION, 

In the meantime the pumping station 
erected im connection with the Tivoli mud 
flats reclamation scheme is rendered idle, for, 
owing to the obstruction by The Owena- 
curra, no other dredger can approach the 
station to discharge mud and silt from the 
river bed. 

Misfortune is increased ten-fold by the news 
which I heard to-day—that the Board is 


to another dredger, the Owenablee, which is 
at present lving in the Rushbroeke decks. 
Few people thought that the sum for these 
repairs would soar so high, but the truth is 
that the Board must spend £13,000 or £14,000 
on repairs to rts craft and in the meeting ol 
maintenance charges.

to the County Mayo Library Committee 
was vacant, and the Appointments Com- 
missioners selected Miss Letitia. Dunbar, 
a graduate of Dublin University, as the 
most suitable candidate. On Monday, for 
the second time, the Library Committee 
refused to ratify the Commissioners’ 
choice. Its first objection—Miss. Dunbar’s 
inadequate knowledge of Irish—failed, 
because all successful candidates for such 
appointments are entitled to opportunities 
of further study; the second, and more 
important, objection was revealed at 
Monday’s meeting. Ten members of the 
committee, as against two, have declared 
that Protestantism and a Dublin Univer- 
sity degree are absolute disqualifications 
for public office in County Mayo. Pro- 
testantism, according to these leaders of 
western opinion, is an anti-national. creed 
and Trinity College is an anti-national 
institution. * 

In its refusal (4 appoint Miss Dunbar 
the Library Committee has defied a 
specific instruction from the Local Govern- 
ment Department. Of course, the matter 
can have only one end. On many occasions 
—especially where medical offices are 
concerned—local bodies, desiring their 
local ‘: vourites, have rejected. the: Com- 
missioners’ recommeridation. Always the 
Commissioners have insisted on their own 
choice and always they have carried the 
day. They are the mouthpiece of the 
Local Government Department, which has 
effective ways and means to impose its 
will on municipal bodies. So it must be 
in this case. The Government will put 
Miss Dunbar in office as county librarian 
of Mayo, and will furnish her. with all 
necessary safeguards against loca} bigotry 
or prejudice. We believe that such action 
will have a beneficent influence through- 
out the whole country. Educated Roman 
Catholics will rejoice that a: mainly 
Roman Catholic Government has been so 
loyal to the letter and spirit of its public 
pledges. The wholesome significance of 
this affair will not be ignored in 
Northern Ireland. Within the Free State 
Protestant minorities will feel that a 
certain anxiety has been lifted from their 
minds. During recent months constitu- 
tiona] discussions have dealt largely with 
the problem of chetks and safeguards. The 
problem remains unsolved, but the County 
Mayo incident is at least a new assurance 
that the political and religious rights of 
Free State minorities will be inviolate 
so long as Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
remains in office. ; 

Next week the electors of County Dublin 
will have an opportunity to weaken Mr. 
Cosgrave’s authority ‘and prestige. They 
will be astonishingly foolish if they take 
advantage of it. This is no normal election 
of British politics. In England a Con- 
servative or a Socialist victory at the polls 
may defeat a Government, but it does not 
touch the roots of national existence. 
Next week's election will bea very 
different matter; it will be a contést 
between order and anarchy, between’ a 
tried system of government and a call to 
the maddest and most ruinous sort of 
political adventure. The Fianna Fáil 
Party, although its present speeches try 
to obscure the fact, is wholly impenitent. 
If it takes charge of the Free State’s 
affairs, it will repudiate the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty, will undo all the solid work of the 
last eight years, and will kick the country’s 
best customer—indeed, her only customer 
—out of doors. A Fianna Fáil victory in 
County Dublin would be a grave misfor- 
tune, since it would hearten all the forces 
of chavs for a frontal attack at next year’s 
general election. We hope that, for the 
country’s sake and in their own interests, 
the ex-Unionists of County Dublin will do 
their best to secure the return of Mr. 
T. A. Finlay, K.C., who not only repre- 
sents the cause of order and progress, but 
has personal claims to be a worthy suc- 
cessor to the late Major Cooper. The case 
of the Mayo Library Committee reminds 
minorities in County Dublin and elsewhere 
that, though they may have som; com- 
plaints against Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment, they have deep obligations to it.

Ptesident Hoover’s Message. 

President Hoover's message ‘to the 
United States Congress is straightforward 
and: manly, _ It does not disregard the fact 
that the American economic system has 
been faced, and still is faced, with a very 
grave crisis, and that exceptional measures 
will be needed to avert calamity ; but it. is 
pervaded by a tone of quiet cheerful- 
ness which is. more convincing than 
many clamorous pronouncements; Foreign 
relations play an unusually small part 
in the message, which is devoted 
mainly to the Government's plans for 
domestic relief. The industrial depression

Where Britain Leads. 


Whatever may be the general state, of 
her industries, England, in one respect, 
is still supreme, Military aeroplanes, 


are used. by no less than twenty-four 
foreign nations, and last year the value 
of her aeronautical exports to countries 
outside the Empire amounted to over a 
million pounds. Two types—the. Fairey 
Firefly and the. Bristol: Bulldog—are. 
especially popular. Both these machines 
are remarkable for their exceptional speed 
and climbing abilities and have been built 
to act as interceptors. of hostile bombing 
squadrons. Belgium lately has acquired a 
large number of Fireflies, and it is in- 
teresting to note that her requirements for 
ait defence differ little in essentials from 
those of Great Britain. To some extent, 
however, she is modifying the plan of the 
designers. The purely intercepting quality 
of these machines is achieved at the ex- 
pense of range; consequently the Firefly, 
from the point of view of battle, may not 
be regarded as a fighter. According to the 
Special Correspondent of The Times, the 
Belgians have decided to sacrifice some of 
the Firefly’s climbing speed in order to 
increase its range, and the results of 
this experiment will be observed with 
much interest. The Bristol Bulldog is the 
only aeroplane of this sort that is being 
demonstrated. at the Paris Aero Show, 
where it stands alone in its own 
class. It is not only in fast-climbing

This success 
in the new arm of war is most en-

It is probable that the real secret of Mr. 
cé G. Wodehóuse's success lies in his 
ype tangy of our weaknesses. We must 
all admit, if we are honest, that, while we 
may as schoolboys bully our masters or, in 
later life, stand up boldly to our em- 
ployers, we are but wax in thé hands of 
the perfectly trained servant. Jeeves, 
who, with a ‘Very. good, sir,” could 
annihilate while he rescued, is something 
more than mortal, and there are few who 
would not rejoice, while they trembled, if 
they could afford to employ a Jeeves. It 
is comforting, therefore, to learn from Mr. 
C. G. L. du Cann’s speech at. the Catering 
Trade Inquiry that these supermen. reap 
the reward of which so manifestly they 
are worthy. Mr. du Cann told a story 
of a hall porter in a hotel not very far 
from Charing Cross who returned his 
income to the authorities at £2,000 a year. 
The authorities, wise in their. generation, 
refused to accept so low an estimate. 
Although we may deplore the ‘fact that 
several professions which demand a highly 
specialised education seldom offer a half of 
this income to’ their members, we ought 
not to grudge such princely pay to those to 
whom in practice we owe so much. No man 
is a hero to his valet; still less can he be a 
hero to a hall porter; yet the well-trained 
hotel porter will contrive to make him feel 
a demigod where the more cultivated 
acquaintance would make him feel a fool. 
Such a tribute to self-esteem scarcely can 
be measured in money, but it is fair to say 
that, if the Hollywood “ star ’’ gets tens of 
thousands of dollars a month, the hero 
who can blend the duties. of Mentor, 
Achates and Eumaus deserves at least as 
much.

year of about $180,000,000- (£36,000,000), 
as against the origirally estimated surplus 
of $123,000,000 (£24,600,000). i 
He pointed out that the economic 
depression had really adversely affected 
the current year’s estimates to the amount 
of $655,000,000. (£131,000,000), but said 
that various factors had, brought this 
down, including payments of war debt in- 
terest totalling $185,000,000 (£37,000,000). 
The President remarked that, while it 
would be necessary in the public interest

A committee reported to the Scottish 
mine-workers delegate conference on the 
negotiations which had taken place 
through the medium of the Coal Concilia- 
fion Board, after which the conference 
discussed the whole position and agreed 
on the following resolutions :— 

(1) That we re-affirm the resolution 
passed at the conference of Saturday 
last in Glasgow ; 

(2) That “we place the Scottish 
position before the national confer- 
ence of the Miners’ Federation of 
Great Britain; which takes place in 
London on Thursday, and 

(á) That we: ask the Miners’ 
Federation officials to arrange for a 

. deputation to interview the Govern- 

ment, the Prime Minister and Secre- 
tary for Mines in order that they 
may be made conversant with the 
whole Scottish position. 

The question oí the safety men in mines 
Was also considered, and it was recom- 
mended that the Executive Committee 
should consider what was to be done for 
the safety of the mines during the period 
of stoppage. The Executive agreed that 
reasonable facilities should be made to 
keep the mines safe. But it was also 
agreed that the Executive should do all 
in their power to limit the number of men 
employed to the lowest possible minimum. 

Delegates were appointed to attend the

By. 

It was further agreed that the Scottish 
miners should hold another delegate con- 
ference in Glasgow on Saturday to consider 
the decisions arrived at by the Miners’ 
Federation Conference. 

It was also agreed to communicate the 
decision of yesterday’s conference in 
Glasgow to the owners as promised 

The Ayrshire delegates to the conference 
gave their pledge that they would hold 
meetings in their areas to-day and 
endeavour to bring the men in their area 
into line with all the other areas in Scot- 
land, where the stuppage is 6peFating. 

It was also recommended that in cases 
where the men were offered work on a 
seven and a-half hours’ basis they should 
not accept “work under these conditions, 
and that they should await the decision as 
affecting the whole of Scotland.

Yorkshire, Lancashire and other districts 
gave decided votes against a spread-over, 
and will presumably be prepared to 
support the contentions of Scotland at 
Thursday’s conference, though whether 
they will go so far as to throw their 
weight into a stoppage is a matter for 
speculation. 

Rather more doubt is now entertained 
about the national] conference deciding to 
reverse its decision and sanction a spread- 
over in those districts which are prepared 
to make settlements on such a basis with- 
out a reduction of wages. If the embargo 
is adhered to, it must mean that Scotland 
is refused permission to work a spread- 
over, and South Wales will be placed in 
a very awkward predicament; for there 
is a temporary agreement there until the 
end of December. 

If a definite stand is taken against the 
spread-over, and Scotland remuins out, 
the remaining districts, according to Mr. 
Cook, will have no alternative but to 
consider strike action to enforce a rigid

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PUBLIC HEALTH 


STRIKING DUBLIN 
_/ FIGURES. 
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At a largely attended general meeting of 
the Veteri : ” Medical Association of Ireland, 
held in the Veterinarv College, Dr “I 
the _ FNT oe ” Rigo 4. A., 
M.R.C.V.8., Principal of. the ara id 
College, presiding, a number of very valuabie’ 
and informative contributions were made by 
various speakers to the subiect of “The 
Eradication of Bovine Tuberculosis.” 

Mr. P. F. Dolan, chief veterinary inspector, 
Dublin Corporation, said that the eradication 
of bovine tuberculosis was essential on two 
grounds: (1) public health, and (2) agricul- 
tural interests. The experience of the medical 
profession and the results of their own 
veterinary experience’ showed clearly that 
tuberculosis was conveyed from bovines to. 
human beings, and it was undeniable that if 
this country became free, or compara- 
tively free, from bovine tuberculosis an 
immense benefit would be conferred on the 

ricultural community. 

DUBLIN ABATTOIR INSPECTIONS. 

Only those accustomed to carrying out meat 
inspections could realise the extent to which 
tuberculosis had affected Irish cattle, and the 
large annul loss resulting to traders thereby. 
An animal bought at the highest price in the 
Dublin market for slaughter may be found 
to be so extensively affected with tuberculosis 
as to be totally unfit for human consumption. 

Of the cattle slaughtered at the city 

abattoir during the last five years 26.9 per 
cent. of 27,179 cows. 5.3 per cent. of 
13,890 heifers, and 7.1 per cent. of 17.451 
bullocks were found on post-mortem examina- 
tion to be affected with tuberculosis. 
_ Pigs were also seriously affected with the 
disease, and had to be totally or partiall 
condemned therefor. During a period extend- 
ing over sixteen months 11.8 per cent. of 
the pigs slaughtered in Dublin were found 
to be tuberculous. The existing order con- 
cerning bovine tuberculosis would never 
eradicate the disease. for the reason that 
large numbers of extensively affected animals 
did not come within its scope. 


TUBERCULOUS MILK. 

Professor T. G. Browne gave an interesting 
account of the steps taken to combat the 
disease in the United States, Canada and 
other countries. The United States. he said, 
led the world in this respect, although their 
percentage of infected cattle was compara- 
tively small and the question of eradication 
much ms than was the case here. In the 
Channel Islands bovine tuberculosis had been 
completely wiped out. Hé pointed out the 
advantages that would accrue to Ireland from 
having the country stocked with tuberculous-

free cattle. 


He said that there would be no tuberculosis 
in the human subject caused by tuberculous 
milk; fewer sanateria would be necessary ; 
there would be less condemned meat and 
pork; there would be fewer “ pining ” 
animals, and last, but not least, it would be a 
great boon to our scian trade to be ina 
position to export onÍy animals guaranteed 
free from tuberculosis. 


EDUCATING THE PUBLIC. 

A serious attempt is about to be made in 
Great Britain to put a bovine tuberculosis 
eradication scheme into operation, and, if we 
are going to maintain our cattle trade with 
that country, we cannot allow this country to 
lag behind. He pointed out the necessity of 
educating the public regarding a safe milk 
supply; also the necessity for routine inspec- 
tion of all cattle in the country. All 
clinically affected animals should be 
slaughtered as first step towards the 
eradication of the disease. 

He emphasised the necessity of pasteurisa- 
tion of milk from creameries, because this is 
being fed to pigs and calves; and is the main 
source of the spread of the disease. It is well 
known that the great majority of tuberculous 

igs have become infected through feeding on 
tuberculous cows’ milk, and the present per- 
centage of tuberculous pigs, as indicated 
Mr. Dolan, is, therefore, an index of the grave 
danger at present existing to the human sub- 
ject through the milk supply. 

THE GRADING OF MILK. 

Professor Craig said that as a first step 
towards stamping out the disease from their 
herds a bill should be introduced at the 
earliest possible moment providing a scheme 
for the public grading of milk. 

Approval was expressed of this suggestion, 
and the meeting decided that further steps 
must be taken by the Association to direct 
oe attention to the measures which must 

taken in the public interest, as well as in 
that of stock-owners generally.

Thomas said must not occur had, in fact, 
occurred, and both the people of this 
country and the Dominions had been 
badly let down.

Bennett’s offer had received such severe 
treatment at the hands of the Government. 
He himself was still a free trader, and 
the only reason why he suggested that 
there should be a modification of that 
system was that they might be able to 
obtain something which, under present 
conditroms, could not be obtained.

MR. JUSTICE BROWN AND 
DECREASE IN CRIME. 


Opening the Ulster Winter Assizes in 
Belfast yesterday, Mr. Justice Brown, 
addressing the Grand Jury, of which Senator 
James Leslie, D.L., was foreman, said that 
he was glad to be able to repert that the 
state of the Assize County was very good, 
indeed. The returns that he had received 
from various centres of cases specially 
reported to the police showed that crime in 
Northern Ireland was on the decrease. ‘The 
cases specially reported to him, and arising 
since last Summer Assizes, compared with 
the reports for a sim”ar period last year, and 
showed that in all tea number of crimes had 
decreased by forty-eignt. 

The total number of bills to be sent before 
the Grand Jury was 104, dealing with 51 
prisoners in all. Of the prisoners, six were 
from the County Antrim, ten from County 
Armagh, twenty-one from County Down, one 
from Fermanagh, six from Londonderry, two 
from the City of Derry, and five from the 
County of ‘lyrone. 

There were also some more serious crimes. 
There were three bills on the charge of 
murder, and four on the charge of 
manslaughter.
